PUBLIC SCHOOL 


Sags and Cracks Ap- 
pear in Structure at 
Hogan and O’Fallon 
—Engineer to Seek

Unexpected settling of foun- 
dation piers of the $1,500,000 
new Jefferson public elemen- 
tary school under construction 
at Hogan and O’Fallon streets, 
has caused sags and cracks in 
the building, the Post-Dispatch 
learned today. 

As a result, construction has 
been halted and the building, 
which is to have 26 classrooms, 
a kindergarten and auditorium, 
will not be ready for occu- 
pancy by start of the school 
term this fall as scheduled, 
Acting Building Commissioner 
Harold E. Dessau said. 

He has engaged William C. 

E. Becker, consulting engineer, 
to make a study to determine 
what caused the settling and 
what must be done to correct 
the situation. 
At least two of the concrete 
piers beneath the foundation 
have settled, causing a sag in 
a substantial section of the 
floors in the two-story class- 
room section. Cracks have ap- 
peared in two main beams 
beneath the first floor and one 
beneath the second. 

Construction was halted 
about a month ago when irreg- 
ularities in the floor surface 
were observed. At that time, 
the building was about 50 per 
cent completed. Exterior walls 
were up and the floorings had 
been put in. 

Reason Not Yet Known. 

Dessau said the reason why 


the piers have settled has not 
been determined. 


The specifications were 
drawn by the architectural 
engineering division of the 
Board of Education, under the 
general supervision of Arch E. 
Albert, Dessau said. Albert, 
the board’s supervising archi- 
tect, was fired last Thursday 
by Dessau for “repeated insub- 
ordination.” 

General contractor on the 
Jefferson school project is 
Robert Paulus Construction 
Co., which was given an $817,- 
105 contract. Robert J. Paulus, 
a partner in the firm, said 
today he had no comment. Al- 
bert could not be reached. 

Test borings had indicated 
there were boulders and rocks 
in the under-surface area and 
a solid limestone base 
20 feet below ground, Dessau 
said. 

Some of the piers are not 20 
feet deep, but the holes may 
have been drilled down to the 
“point of refusal,” a place 
where the bit will not pene- 
trate farther because of hard 
material, the acting building 
commissioner explained. 


Started Under Fletcher. 


He emphasized that he had 
nothing to do with the Jeffer- 
son school construction, point- 
ing out that this was under- 
taken under George H. 
Fletcher, commissioner of 
school buildings until the cir- 
cuit court ordered Fletcher's 
removal about five months ago. 

The new Jefferson school, 
formerly known as the M-1-6, 
is intended to serve the 
Vaughn public housing project. 
It is of brick construction, with 
a two-story classroom section 
in the center and a one-story 
kindergarten and auditorium 
on the ends. 

Construction is financed un- 
der a bond issue approved by 
voters in 1955. The estimated 
$1,500,000 cost includes acqui- 
sition and preparation of the 
site, construction and $50,000 
in instructional equipment. 

Other contracts let in con- 
nection with the project, in ad- 
dition to the one to Paulus 
Construction Co., include: D. 
F. Edwards Heating Co., heat- 
ing and ventila $159,459; 
Aschinger Electric Co., electric 
work, $119,976, and E. J. 
Fischer, $78,578, plumbing and 
sewering.

WASHINGTON, May 12— 
A federal loan and a capital 
grant totaling $14,379,083 were 
approved today for the Kosci- 
usko urban renewal project by 
Federal Urban Renewal Com- 
missioner Richard L. Steiner. 
The money will be used to 
cover the cost of acquiring and 
clearing land and reselling it 
at reduced prices in a 143-acre 
section of South St. Louis. 
The area for which federal 
funds have been approved is 
the first of two tracts in the 
Kosciusko neighborhood for 
which renewal projects are 
planned. The two sections, 
covering 221 acres, are bound- 
ed generally on the north by 
the proposed Ozark’ Express- 
way route, on the south by 
Doreas avenue, on the east by 
second street and on the west 
by Seventh street.

67 Acres to Be Cleared. 


A total of 67 acres in the 
first tract will be cleared of 
buildings to allow redevelop- 
ment by private firms for com- 


rehabilitated. 


The area includes 2941 dwell- 
ing units, most of which are 
substandard. A total of 1872 
families will be displaced by 
the project, but will be relo- 
cated in other quarters by the 
St. Louis Land Clearance for 
Redevelépment Authority. 

Federal funds made available 
for the project include a loan 
of $8,638,946 and a capital 
grant, not subject to repay- 
ment, of $5,740,137. 

Estimated net cost of land 
for the project is $10,740,514. 
This represents the difference 
between the cost of acquiring 
and clearing the project site 
and the return from resale of 
the cleared land to private de- 
velopers. 

The capital grant will be 
used to offset part of this loss 
and also will be used in relo- 
cating residents displaced by 
the renewal. project. Local 
funds will meet the remainder 
of the loss. 


Appraisal Next Step. 


Officials of the Land Clear- 
ance Authority said the next 
step will be to appraise present 
value and reuse value of prop- 
erty to be acquired, After ap- 
praisals are completed, pur- 
chase of tracts will begin. 
Rebuilding the Kosciusko 
area will be the third St. Louis 
urban redevelopment project. 
Construction of 1090 apart- 
ments is now under way in 
Project No. 1, which will re- 
develop eight and one-half 
blocks in the Plaza area with 
private housing and a public 
park. Project No. 2 is redevel- 
opment of the 465-acre Mill 
Creek Valley slum, where tracts 
are being cleared for modern 
housing and new industrial 
plants.

MOSCOW, May 12 (AP) — 
Premier Khrushchev says 
„maybe before long' the So- 
viet Union will reduce its pro- 
duction of rockets. 

“We have good rockets and 
in the necessary quantity,” he 
said in a speech yesterday to 
agricultural workers in Kiev, 
in the Ukraine. 

“Yet we see we are not very 
much in need of them,” the So- 
viet premier continued. “May- 
be before long we shall begin 
to reduce production of rock- 
ets.” 

The western powers, he said, 
were particularly afraid of the 
“surging growth” of Russia’s 
economy “yet they are inca- 
pable of arresting our forward 
movement.” 

“This is what we say to lov- 
ers of military adventure,” he 
added, “do not touch us and 
we shall never touch you. 

“If we are spending money 
on armaments it is obvious to 
everyone that we are compelled 
to do so because imperialist 
states surround us with their 
military and rocket bases, and 
threaten us with their weap- 


ons.”

29. During the approximate 
16 months remaining before 
the expiration date, the in- 
creased tax would bring in an 
estimated $18,000,000, all of 
which would be used for the 
state highway system.

HE ALMOST INSUPERABLE OBSTACLES in the way of 

any real discussion—any meaningful meeting of minds 

could hardly have been better demonstrated than in the 
tragic-comic confusion in which this conference has begun. 


The West fully expected that 
the Soviets would try to make 
the Germans full partners in 
the conference: that they would 
haggle for several days over 
the status of the delegations 
from the two Germanys. But 
that they would insist at the 
outset that the conference 
should from the first day con- 
vert itself from a four-power 
meeting into a six-power meet- 
ing gave the West a shock. 

Had they not agreed or 
seemed to agree that the East 
and West Germans should 
come as advisers to be consult- 
ed when called upon? 


Russians Jolted, Too. 

For their part, the Russians 
seem to have been amazed at 
the reaction in the West to 
their opening gambit. They 
called a hurried meeting of 
correspondents representing 
the Communist press to say 
that they had not meant to cre- 
ate any such reaction at all 
and that having made the pitch 
for the East Germans they 
fully expected to carry on with 
the four around a table that 
might be round or square and 
its shape was of no great im- 
portance in any event. 

Adding to the confusion over 
Russia’s intentions was the So- 
viet demand today that Com- 
munist Czechoslovakia and Po- 
land be seated at the confer- 


ence table. 

The two sides are speaking | 
different languages. It is not 
merely that Russian is a lan- 
guage alien to the West with | 
an alphabet entirely different | ° 
from that of English and 
French. Interpreters are able 
to solve that minor difference, 
but the two languages are pro- 
foundly alien in that they de- 
rive ae u different 
Ways n. 

Words and Meanings. 

Words that seem to 
the same thing in Russian and 
English convey something quite 
different and the West is for- 
ever being surprised that the 
Russians. have apparently de- 
liberately distorted the mean- 
ing of plain English. This has 
happened in conference after 
conference and it promises to 
repeat itself here. If there 
were no other reason to be- 
lieve that anything like an 
understanding will take not 
months but years, it is this 
barrier of language that cannot 
be bridged by interpretation 
and translation. 

What becomes apparent as

Gromyko presents himself in 
his familiar role as the great | 
stone face is that while in some | 
respects the outer surface has 
changed, the hard core of Com- 
munist policy remains as solid 
as ever. What with Van Cli- 
burn, the Bolshoi ballet and 
the stir over the cultural 
exchanges,” there had been

those in the West who wanted 
to believe that Moscow was in 
process of transformation. 

The first warning came with 
Premier Khrushchev’s threat of 
the eight hydrogen bombs to 
reduce West Germany to noth- 
ing and another eight to dis- 
pose of the rest of Europe. 
This had an ominous and fa- 
miliar ring, recalling the fear- 
ful days after the Suez attack 
when the Soviets’ remarkably 
blunt letters to Paris and Lon- 
don threatened to rain down 
rockets on those cities.

What Would You Do? 


Will you please do something 
about the misunderstanding or 
misinformation which the auto- 
mobile drivers are confronted 
with by the officers of the law? 

Here are some of the things 
friends and relatives have been 
told in the past few months: 

Driving on a two-lane county 
highway, two cars in front, on a 
straightaway, no yellow lines, 
driver passes both cars at a mod- 
erate rate of speed. A state 
trooper stops him and says it is 
against the law to pass more than 
one vehicle. 

So on another occasion driver 
passes one car, pulls into his lane, 
then’ passes second, pulls into his 
lane, then passes third car. He is 
again stopped by a state trooper 
and told this is against the law 
and is classified as weaving. 

Another driver was at an inter- 
section having a left - turn - only 
lane and two additional lanes. A 
car was stalled in the middle lane, 
so driver went around car to the 
right. County police stopped him 
and said this was a violation and 
he should have passed on the left. 

A few days later at the same 
intersection, the same thing hap- 
pened to the same driver, so he 
went around the left and was 
again stopped by the county po- 
lice and was told that he should 
have passed on the right as the 
left was for turning left only. 

All of these drivers were adults, 
they were not given tickets, but 
warnings, Rut had they been 
teen-agers, \aey would have been 
given tickets because I know of 
quite a few that have had the

In the St. Louis case, a city building in- 
spector sought to enter a home on Castleman 
avenue to determine whether a multiple 
dwelling was being operated in a single-fam- 
ily zone. The owner refused entry except on 
a court order, and was arrested. Judge Weiss, 
in an unusual written opinion, held the arrest 
invalid on the ground that the

where an inspector of the city health depart- 
ment, in the enforcement of a rat control 
ordinance, tried to inspect a house without a 
warrant. He told the owner he had evidence 
of rat infestation, and when the owner re- 
fused him entry without a warrant had him 
arrested. The owner was fined $20 for re- 
fusing to permit the 

Justice Frankfurter and his colleagues in 
the majority—Justices Clark, Harlan, Whit- 
taker and Stewart—took the view that the 
Baltimore home owner had not been deprived 
of due process of law. They emphasized the 
important part which sanitation plays in mod- 
ern urban areas, and found that no warrant 
had been required in Baltimore health law 
inspections since 1801. Such inspections, 
they argued, are not the same as a search 
for criminal evidence, but are simply an effort 
to determine whether conditions exist which 
are proscribed by the health code. The 
Fourth Amendment is not contravened by 
permitting such inspections without a war- 
rant, said the majority. 

— * * 

But Justice Douglas, speaking also for Chief 
Justice Warren and Justices Black and Bren- 
nan, found the narrow majority at variance 
with many Supreme Court precedents and in 
open conflict with the Bill of Rights. He 
said: “The decision greatly dilutes the right 
of privacy which every homeowner had the 
right to believe was part of our American 
heritage. We witness indeed an inquest over 
a substantial part of the Fourth Amendment.” 

It is a close question, as evidenced by the 
Court’s 54 split, but we would feel easier 
if the dissent had been the majority ruling. 

For if it is necessary and proper for city 
authorities to enforce the ordinances en- 
trusted to their care, it is just as necessary 
and proper for the home owner to have the 
full protections of our constitutional system. 
One of those protections is that a court, and 
not just a policeman, must authorize a search 
of the citizen’s home. Why is it not also rea- 
sonable that a court, and not a health or 
building official, must authorize inspections 
if the citizen objects to them? 

We cannot believe that enforcement of city 
ordinances would be seriously handicapped 
by requiring the official to get a warrant in 
the very rare case where a citizen refuses 
entry for a legitimate inspection. On the 
other hand, requiring a warrant in inspec- 
tions, as in police searches, may protect from 
erosion the precious basic right of privacy. 

We hope the Supreme Court will find occa- 
sion to review its finding. 


Heat Should Be Applied 


New reasons for doubting the adequacy of 
the defense budget pop up faster than do 
Secretary McElroy’s soothing assurances. In 
recent weeks he has said that defense funds 
are adequate, that there is no missile gap now 
and may never be one and that the nation’s 
defense posture is all that it should be. 

Last week a House Appropriations subcom- 
mittee revealed secret testimony given in 
March and April by several high ranking offi- 
cers of the three services. Not one of them 
went along with Mr. McElroy. The officers 
said there was not enough budgeted for: 


1. The Army Nike-Zeus program for de- 
veloping an intercontinental ballistic 
missile-killer; | 

2. The Air Force program for the 
solid-fueled Minuteman; 

3. The Navy’s Polaris missile-subma- 
rine program. 


The Polaris submarine has been enthusi- 
astically approved by a long line of expert 
witnesses. Solid-fueled missiles, such as Min- 
uteman, to replace the liquid-fueled ones like 
Atlas, have received similar support. 

As progress is made in developing the 
ICBM, the need for the anti-ICBM, such as 
the Army Nike-Zeus, increases. Army re 
search chiefs testified the missile is certain 
to be a success. The Army believes that if 
it had $300,000,000 more, danger of a long 
lead-time in its manufacture would be elimi- 
nated. The Rockefeller Report of last year 
warned: “One of the major weaknesses in our 
strategic posture has been our inordinately 
long lead-time.”

If county residents want a 
greater voice in St. Louis fiscal affairs than 
their representation in the Legislature gives 
them, they will either have to move into the 
city, or join with the city in creating a com- 
mon governmental unit in which city and 
county voters have equal voice. 


Bolshoi to Washington 


A one-performance engagement has been 
added to the itinerary of the Bolshoi Ballet in 
the United States. When the famous Russian 
dancers leave New York they will stop in 
Washington for one night before they go on 
to Los Angeles for two weeks. It is most de- 
sirable that this celebrated company of artists 
perform in our national capital at least once. 
A performance in Washington is in a sense a 
performance for the country at large. Just 
the same we still wish it might be possible for 
one more stop to be fitted into the itinerary 
and for that stop to be in St. Louis—all the 
more so since Chicago has now been 
from the tour. East Coast, West Coast—why 
not a stop in the Middle West? 


A Veto for TVA? 


Is President Eisenhower so rigid in his hos- 
tility toward public power that he would veto 
the TVA self-financing bill which has just 
passed the House? That is the crucial qués- 
tion as the measure heads for the Senate, 
which passed a similar measure last year. 
TVA financing, at an impasse for five years 
now, was frustrated last year by the refusal 
of the House Rules Committee to report 
the bill. ‘ 

It is obviously unrealistic to expect TVA 
to operate a business for the Government 
without access to money for needed new con- 
struction. The Administration and Congress 
have refused to make that money available 
through the avenue of appropriations, so self- 
financing is the only alternative. Yet Con- 
gress has been since 1954 in the position of 
starving out its own investment. 

Since the vote in the House fell 32 short 
of two thirds, it appears unlikely that a veto 
could be overridden. Perhaps this would be 
a good time for the President to recall his pre- 
election promises that if elected he would do 
nothing to impair the workings of the TVA— 
and to ask himself whether a continued chok- 
ing-off of construction capital for a rapidly 
growing business would not constitute an im- 
pairment of the most serious nature.

The scientists said study of 
hormonal control in molds 


might lead to better under- 


standing of the complex proc- 
esses, by which hormones reg- 
ulate the higher and more com- 
plicated organisms. 

Dr. M. L. Morse of the de- 
partment of biophysics of the 
University of Colorado Medical 
Center, Denver, told yesterday 
of studies that may help doc- 
tors find out why bacteria be- 
come resistant to antibiotics. 

In researcn on staphylococci, 
the source of many hospital- 
acquired infections, Dr. Morse 
observed transfer of drug re- 
sistance from one cell to an- 
other. The transfer was ac- 
complished by a bacterial virus. 

Dr. Morse grew a virus on 
to streptomycin or novobiocin, 
two antibiotics. The virus was 
permitted to invade other cells 
that, up to that time, had been 
non-resistant to the chemical 
agents. Some of the invaded 
cells then bécame resistant.

THERE WAS SADNESS at the closing of the old Planters 
Hotel, regret and nostalgia over the dismantling of the Southern 
Hotel and Speck’s restaurant. But all this is as nothing com- 
pared to the sadness, regret and nostalgia evinced by the 
closing of Breezy’s Rathskeller at 3515 St. Louis avenue. 


The basement playroom of 
Dr. Eugene Brezany, a North 
Side dentist, and his wife, 
Jeanne, has been a free gath- 
ering place for their friends, 
acquaintances and the commu- 
nity at large for 17 years. At 
Breezy's have grown up such 
institutions as the men’s invi- 
tational pinochle tournament, 
the girls’ pinochle, gin rummy 
and ping pong league, corkball 
soccer and bowling clubs, 


It has been home for such 
diverse groups as Father O’- 
Reilly’s Christmas party, the 
City License Collector’s Office 
annual celebration, the North 
St. Louis Dentists’ installations, 
the D.D.L. (for Dancers, Drink- 
ers, Lovers) Dance Club, not to 
mention countless neighbor- 


hood . weddings, aduations, 
christen and Scout meet- 
ings. And many New Year's 


days, Dr. Brezany was the host 


with the most open house 
guests—about 1800 of them. 

The roof has often been 
raised at the Brezany’s but nev- 
er quite as effectively as it was 
raised by the tornado of Feb. 
10. This event crystallized 
plans which the Brezanys had 
been considering for a move to 
another location. 

“But now that the time is 
near, Im getting butterflies,” 
Dr. Brezany admits. “I hate to 
leave, We've really had fun 
here.” 

The social activities at Bree- 
zy’s (the nickname goes back 
to his school days) came about 
because of his early ambitions 
to be a party giver supreme. 

“I love people and I love 
crowds,” he says, “I always had 
the hope of acquiring a place 
where folks could meet, where 
we could have groups to play 
cards and get together.” 

The son of a Polish-born phy- 
sician who had his office at 
Seventeenth street and Cass 
avenue in Kerry Patch, Dr. 
Brezany attended St. uis 
University School of Dentistry 
and set up his first offices at 
1625 Cass. In March, 1941, he 
purchased the building, then a 
flat, on St. Louis near Grand 
boulevard, and spent nine 
months having it remodeled 
according to his own design for 
office, home and club head- 
quarters. The remodeling, in- 
cluding the handsome panelled 
rathskeller with fireplace, was 
finished late in the year. On 
Dec. 22, the Brezanys moved in, 
and on New Year’s day, 1942, 
they gave their first. party. 


The New Year's party be- 
came a tradition, getting big- 
ger and bigger until they had 
guests, an

“Did you know cork ball isn’t 
known many places outside of 
St. Louis?” Dr. Brezany asked, 
“But it sure has à lot of fans

here. We got a group of men 
together to play on a lot on 
Fourteenth and Clark every 
two weeks. Afterwards they'd 
come here, clean up in the 
showers and locker rooms I 
put in, the wives would join us 
and we'd have a party. 


“Then we started some bowl- 
ing teams, two for my wife and 
one for myself. Then she 
started her own Ping Pong 
tournament, After a while we 
got too old for cork ball and 
the girls, well, they decided to 
give up Ping Pong. So we 
formed the pinochle leagues, 

“A lot of our friends were 
coming back from service about 
that time, so we brought them 
into the league and held our 
first tournament in September 
1945, It’s been an annual af- 
fair ever since. The way it 
works, we draw names for part- 
ners for the 30-week tourna- 
ment. We play five games a 
night and the total score is 
used to determine the rank. 
Everyone contributes so much 
a night and out of that we buy 
food, drinks and trophies. 


“There are all kinds of 
People represented in the 
group, dentists, doctors, chi- 
ro an attorney, a 
shoe manufacturer, three 
firemen, a cab driver, sales- 
men, tavern and restaurant 
owners, a traffic manager, a 
personnel manager, Five of 
them come from Granite 
City, the others from the city 
and county. When we have 
vacancies in the group, we 
have nominations for re- 
placements and they’re usual- 
ly hot contests, 


“For years we've had the 
rule, No women allowed.“ dur- 
ing the tournament; even my 
wife stays upstairs. But not 
long ago two friends dropped 
in and brought announcer Jack 
Buck and his wife. We told her 
she was our first woman visitor 
in 450 meetings.” 


The Brezanys have four chil- 
dren, Mary Lee, who is mar- 
ried and has two children, 
Eugene Jr., 13, Martha Rose, 7, 
and Romert, 3. Rather than 
hunt up baby sitters, they or- 
ganized the D.D.L. Dance Club 
of 18 couples who take 10 danc- 
ing lessons a year from Alton 
teacher Ann Halpin, although 
like most of the activities, the 
dancing lessons are just an- 
other excuse for a party. 


Breezy’s rathskeller also be- 
came headquarters for the lo- 
cal Legion Post, for meetings 
of the Knights of Columbus 
and De Andreis council, for 
union meetings, office parties 
and professional organizations, 
like Psi Omega dental frater- 
nity. Mrs. Brezany took a Uni- 
versity of Missouri extension 
division writing course (taught 
by one C. Start), and the stu- 
dents from that course formed 
a writers’ club which has met 
at the rathskeller ever since. 


“Often people call and ask 


if they can rent the rathskel- 
ler,” says Dr. Brezany. “I al- 
ways say no, I don’t rent it, 
because I know that anyone 
who asks about renting it

doesn’t know me very well. 
The person who knows me will 
say, ‘Breezy, how about using 
your rathskeller?’ I ask what 
the event is to. be, and, if it 
sounds all right, they’re wel- 
come to the place.” 


Dr. Brezany credits one of 
his friends with holding all the 
groups together; this is Clif- 
ford Gibson, his No.1 “trouble 
shooter” and “best barbecue 
cook.” Mrs. Brezany admits 
that she wasn't naturally as 
gregarious as her husband— 
“In fact; I was shy and stand- 
offish,” she says—but that she 
has learned to love having peo- 
ple around, too. There are 
drawbacks to constant party 
giving—keeping a dozen card 
tables in repair, the piano in 
tune, food ordered—but the 
Brezanys think the friendliness 
makes up for it. A cleaning 
woman takes care of the morn- 
ings after. 


Asked to name their favorite 
party, the Brezanys select New 
Year’s day, 1946, when there 
were so many men in uniform, 
so many friends they hadn’t 
seen in years, some of whom 
they’d never expected to see 
again. Polaroid photography is 
one of the dentist's hobbies, 
and around the walls are hun- 
dreds of pictures of guests and 
parties, plus framed card hands 
like the 11 spades and 9 of 
diamonds held on Jan. 23, 
1951, by Dr. R. L. (Jack) Rut- 
ledge. a 


With the changing popu- 
lation, the Brezany’s often 
talked of moving to the coun- 
ty but did nothing about it 
until the tornado made up 
their minds for them. On the 
night of Feb. 10, Mrs. Bre- 
zany got up to tell her hus- 
band that the wind was rat- 
tling her bedroom windows. 
As she left the room, the win- 
dows crashed in, There was 
a frantic search as they lo- 
cated two children and at
